Acres of arable, 
R 24 land and paſture being apt foꝛ tillage, hould yerely fo2 euer at their 
pꝛoper coſtes and charges. till and ſowe. oꝛ cauſe to be tilled and ſowen in ſcaſonable time one Rood 
that is to ſay, the fourth part of one Acre ot the land being in their occupation, with Lineſeed,other- 
wiſe called Flaxe ſeed, oz Yempe ſeed, oꝛ with both, to be ſo wen in one place, oꝛ in ſeuerall places at 
their pleaſures, vpon paine of fozfaiture of iii. 8.iiu.d. which Act and Statute was made to endure 
but foz a certaine time, and after ſeuerall continuances thereof had, the ſame Act and Statute was 
ſuffered to expire and determine, as by the ſame Actemoze at large will appeare. And where allo at 
a Parliament holden at Weſtminſter, inthe fifth yeere of the Queenes Maieſties reigne. there was 
another Acte and Statute made, intituled an Acte touching certaine politicke conſtitutions made 


deined and pꝛouided that in euery ſuch County of this Realme, oꝛ part ofſuch County, where by the 
Queenes Mateſties Pꝛoclamation it ſhall be publiſhed, the ſaid fozmer Act and Satute befoze re- 
cyted, to be commodious 02 pzofitable foz the common wealth, that there the laid fozmer Sta⸗ 
tute, and euery clauſe, article and pꝛouiſion therein conteyned be and ſhall be reutued, and ſtand in 
full toꝛce and rength, to be executed and perfourmed in all things (other then in the pꝛopoꝛtion of 
a Roode 02 fourth part of an Acre, and in the paine of tit. s. iii. d. by the ſaid fozmer Statute limit- 
ted.) Jn place whereof it is further oꝛdeyned and enacted, by the ſaid laſt recytedStatute, that in 
tuery caſe and degree, where by the ſaid fozmer Statute , one Roode oz fourth part of an Acre is 
limitted to be ſo wen with Lineſcede, otherwiſe Flare leede, oꝛ Yempe ſeede, that there in lie we and 
ſteade of the ſaid Roode 02 fourth part of an Acre, one whole Acre oꝛ lefle, as by the Pꝛoclamation in 
fourme atoꝛetaid ſhall be limitted, ſhall be ſowen with Lineſeede, otherwiſe Flare ſeede, oꝛ Pempe 
ſrede, byon paine of fozfaiture of v. lt, fo: euery ſuch default oz offence , as by the laſt recited Act and 
Statute moze at large it doth and may appeare. Wherefoze the Queenes molt excellent Mateftie, 
haning a ſpectall care to relieue her owne naturall Subiectes, by aduancing and increaling of the 
commodities of this her Realme of England, whereby her owne people may be the better able to 
line tn good and vertuous exerciſes , and calling to her remembzance the great commoditie and 
profite that may grow and come to very many of her ſaid louing Dubtectes,by the reuiuing of the 
Caid foxmer Acte and Statute in all Shires and Counties of this Kealme, (which her Highneſle, 
by ſenerall Pzoclamations to be directed into euery Countie of this Realme, intendeth to doe, and 
cherede tolimitte and appoint ſome certaine pzopoztion of ground xeerely tobe ſowen with Line
